America prepares her defenses at home but the pros- 


pect that she will-go to the aid of Britain and France is steadily 
dwindling. The best analysis is that given last month'by the 
Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, and I am indebted to St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch for the following excerpt from the senate 
report: 
"If we allow ourselves to become 


® engaged in the war in Europe as 


wo did in the last war, one thing 
is certain: the whole energies of 
our people, of necessity, will be 
ordered, regimented and directed 
by a single authority. Everything 
—man power, 
industrial power, 


industrial power, wealth, product- 
ion, transportation, liberty itself 
—will be at the service of the gov- 
ernment. It will assume absolute 
power over the life of every cit- 
izen, 


"All this vast machinery of con- 


trol, all these dictatoral powers, 
will be unnecessary if we will do ' 
some straight thinking on the 


••subject" of .national defense and;, 


decide to adopt, and carry out 
faithfully the sound policy of de- 
fending ourselves upon the seas. 


"Why should we go to war to 


defend freedom, if we must begin 
by, destroying it with our own 
hands? We need not do this. 


"The cold, hard military fact 


is this: Our navy, if adequate, 
supplemented by a highly efficient 
army and air force, will be so ef- 
fective that few nations, not ex- 
cluding victorious totalitarian na- 
tions, will challenge its power; and 
if any does, we shall be the de- 
liverer and not the recipient of 
the.; terrible hammer strokes of 
war.";

Nothing can be added to the se- 


nate committee's statement in the 
name of cold, hard logic and common 
sense. 


I suppose the average American 


shares my own feeling that the Unit- 
ed Stales, if it were necessary, could 
build enough airplanes, tanks and big 
guns to actually invade Europe and 
put down the audacious Mr, Hitler 
and Mr. Mussolini. 


We could do that, I believe, because 


the engines with which Germany con- 
quered France arc the sort of thing 
America manufactures more of than 
all nations combined. Give us a couple 
of years to change the dies in oiu 
factories—and we are ready to go. 


But after we have gone — what 
then? 


If France and England are either 


unable or unwilling to alter their 
industrial life to allow for mass 
production methods that will hold 
Germany in checK; then any nation 
that goes to the rescue of Europe 
will find that it has taken Europe 
"to raise." 


Ambition to be a "rescuer" is 


chilled by the thought of playing 
Papa WPA to the whole world. 


Common sense dictates, as the se- 


nate report clearly says, that we 
arm ourselves to the teeth and fight 
off any threat here at home.

Ed McCorkle Appears 
in Rotary Vocational 


Talk 


Ed McCorkle Wednesday night con- 


tinued the series of talks on the var- 
ious occupations recently inaugurat- 
ed at Camp Alton by the Hope Rotary 
club. 


Mr. McCorkle, • gave a brief resume 


of the history of printing, calling at- 
tention to the fact that it was 500 
hundred years ago, in 1440, that Guten- 
berg, in Germany, first printed from 
movable types. There is considerable 
evidence that the Chinese had done 
this much earlier. The first print- 
ing press was brought to this coun- 
try by the Spaniards when they con- 
quered Mexico. 


In 1938, the, .three hundreth an- 


niversary of printing in America, was 
recognized by the issuing of a special 
stamp. The first printing press in 
Arkansas, was used by William E. 
Woodruff, who started the Arkansas 
Gazette, at Arkansas Post, in 1819. 


Attention was called to the im- 


portant printing plays in our lives. 
It is the fifth greatest industry, and 
employs 1,900 persons in Arkansas,

Hem- Franco Has'. Rejected 


BORDEAUX. France —</P)— Reports 


circulated widely Wednesday night 
—without oficiol 
confirmation—that 


Germany's major peace terms are 
unacceptable to the French and that 
President Lebrun and other loaders 
have gone, or m;iy soon go to Algiers 
to preserve the . frame-work, "of a 
fighting government. 


LebrUn, one report said, wns or 


would be accompanied to Africa by 
the presidents of the Chamber of De- 
puties and senate, respectively Ecl- 
ouard .Herriot and Jules Jeanneney. 
The reports seemed to converge in 
the sense that France may try to 
fight on. 
. 


Officialy it was stated only that the 


French government has submitted the 
names of its negotiators to the Ger- 
mans and is awaiting on answer. How- 
ever, tonight's reports said Marshal 
Fctain had learned the gist of the main 
German terms, and had found them 
too harsh. 


(A British radio broadcast picked 


up Wednesday night by NBC said 
three French representatives, Gen- 
eral Huntziger, Paul Baudouin and 
Leon Noel, had left for an undis- 
closed destination.) 


If France continues to fight, it was 


thought likely she would eventually 
fall back on her North African pos- 
sessions from which her jinnies mid 
those of Britain could squeeze Ital- 
ian Libya. 


There has been no let-up in the 


Nazi drive, no halt in the slow with- 
drawal of weary French armies. L;it- 
eft German offensives apparently were 
aimed at a quick clean-up of France's 
English channel coast, and the cutting 
off of France's third city, Lyon. 


Two strong German columns con- 


verged on Lyon—one from-the Swiss 
frontier to the northeast, the other-past 
Nevers, to the northwest. Along the 
Swiss frontier, the French said, the 
battle front is too confused for a clear 
picture o/ what has happened. Resis- 
tance there .was described as probably 
"very\weak.V 


The French armies reported German 


plunges southward through Brittany 
in the direction of Nantes, at the 
mouth of the Loire river—occupation 
of which would cut off lower English 
ports like Brest, and St. Naznire. South 
of the Loire, Nazis drove below Tours 
to the river Cher and stil farther 
east approached in addition to Lyon, 
Roanne and Amberieu.

BUCHAREST — (/P)— Government 


circles received reports .Thursday that 
a large number of Russian troops are 
being transferred from the Bessnrnblnn 
frontier with Rdumonln to the der- 
man-RUssinn border.

trict. 


"Do you plan to do any teracing 


on your farm this fall and winter? I' 
so, do you have .good outlets for th- 
terrace water to empty already estab- 
lished? 


In order to secure payments on youi 


soil-building practices 
for teracing 


the Agricultural Adjustment Admin- 
istration now makes the following re 
cuiramenls in regard to the outlet 
for terraces: 


"Outlets: Proper terrace outlets mus' 


be constructed. Terrace systems shoulci 
be so planned that the terraces may 
outlet individually upon well-sodded 
pastures or meadows, or into well- 
protected woode dareas. If conditions 
are unfavoi/ible for this method, » 
meadow or pasture strip would be 
developed for outlet control. Where 
the above conditions are not possible 
or practical, a sodded channel must 
be established." 


Your soil conservation district does 


not reconjmend the practice of build- 
ing tej-races first and establishing Uie 


Hempstead 
County farmers 
who 


maintain stallions and jacks should 
bear in mind that corn alone is an 
unsatisfactory concentrate for breed- 
ing animals. 


If corn must be used, it should be 


led with equal parts of oats, and sup- 
plemented daily with one pound of 
cottonseed meal per head. The animals 
should also have access to good pas- 
ture, recommends M. W. Muldrow of 
the University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture. 


A grain mixture consisting chiefly 


of oats and small amounts of corn or 
cracked wheat supplemented 
v»(ith 


bran is very desirable. The amount fed, 
Mr. Muldrow says, should depend up- 
on the condition of the animal and the 
exercise given.

vitamin C than if prepared in the 
usual way. 


Many mothers, Miss Conant says, 


prepare tomalo juice as . follows to 
preserve as large a proportion of the 
vitamin C as possible: 


Select ripe tomatoes. Wash them, re- 


move the core and cut into quar- 
ters. Then rub the pulp through a 
course wire slrainer to remove seeds 
and skin. Mix pulp and juice well, 
pour into sterilized jars, add 1 tea- 
spoonful of salt and usgar mixture 
to pints and 2 tablespoons lo quarts, 
and process 30 minutes in boiling wa- 
ter. L«ave Vi inch head space in pint 
jars and three-fourlhs head space in 
quart jars.

luted with water. Increase gradually 
until the baby is receiving 2 table- 
spoons daily at 4 months of age. By the 
time the child is one year old, he 
should be given 3 tablespoons fruit 
jyice and 2 to 4 tablespoons of stewed 
fruit Py 24 months he should have 4 
tablespoons fruit juice and 2 to 4 table- 
spoons of stewed fruit. The child thus 
receives enough vitamin C to help 
keep the teeth and gums in healthful 
condition. 


Mistakes in methods 
of cooking 


and even delays in serving vitamin- 
rich foods after they have been cook? 
ed or otherwise made ready for the 
table, may result in considerable 


loss of vitamin values. 


Old kitchen habits arc strong, and 


the homemaker in a hurry may un- 
consciously revert to them. For in- 
stance, she may stir things unneces- 
sarily while they are cooking; she 
may drain off the "pot liquor," she 
may boil vegetables in a lot of wa- 
tr; she may let fresh vegetables or 
fruit soak in water thinking to fresh- 
en them.
